Manhunt leads to capture of suspected killer of 2 


MIAMI (UPI) — An employe ex­ 


torted $50,000 from a Miami industrial­ 


ist and his wife Wednesday and then 


killed them with a burst of rifle fire 


before being hunted down by pol'ce at 
the edge of the Everglades. 
Police said Sydney Gans, 64, and his 
w'fe, Lillian, 60, were killed with a 
semi-automatic rifle fired by Thomas 
Knight, a 23-year-old worker at Gans* 
bag and paper company plant. 
The ccuple was shot in their car on a 
dirt, road 25 miles southwest of Miami. 


Police said Knight fled into a jungle­ 


like thicket where he was captured 


several hours later following one of the 


most massive manhunts in the city’s 


history. 


Police said Knight abducted Gans at 
gunpoint outside his plant about 8:30 
a.m. Wednesday and forced him to 
drive to his luxury home on an island 
in Biscayne Bay where he picked up 
Mrs. Gans. Then, they drove to the 
City

Bank 
in 
downtown 
Miami. 


As Mrs. Gans and the plaited-h.ured 
gunman circled the block, Gan: with­ 
drew 
$50,000 
and 
called 
Kenneth 
Whittaker special agent in charge of 
the Miami FBI office. 
“ He said he wanted to nay the mo­ 
ney,” said Whittaker. “ He said the man 
had a machinegun and he felt like he 
meant business.” 
As Gans emerged from the bank, 
agents trailed the yellow Mercedes by 
car and helicopter to the jungie-like 
area on the edge of the Everglades 
where the ta r stopped along a canal. 


Gans and his wife were shot in the 
car with bullets from the .30 caliber 
rifle that shattered the car winaow on 
the driver’s side and spattered the vic­ 
tim s’ blood on the brown leather uph­ 
olstery. 
“ It appeared he intended to kill his 
hostages all along,” said Whittaker. 
More than 200 policemen and federal 
agents quickly surrounded the area af­ 
ter the gunman stuffed the $50,000 into 
his shirt and fled into the underbrush 
which Whittaker said he apparently 
knew well. 


Three police helicopters dropped pep­ 
per gas canisters into the area and 


magnesium flares were dropped in an 


attempt to set the brush afire and 


drive the suspect out. Finally, after the 


90-minute pepper gas barrage, eight 
flakvested police marksmen and dogs 
began combing the area. 
Dade County police Sgt. Russell Ku- 
bik, coughing and sneezing from the 
gas fumes, found Knight “ burrowed in 
the mud” near the start of the sweep, 
about 4 p.m. 


“When I first saw him I thought it 


was just a bunch of rags,” said Kubik. 
“I didn’t recognize him as a human 
being. He was completely motionless.” 


“I put my gun to his head. I said 
‘Get up. Put your hands up.’ 
“ He got up and said, ‘Don’t shoot,"’ 
said Kubik. 
Police found the rifle and $50,000 on 
the ground where the thin, six-footer 
was lying. He was wearing a dark 
tank-top shirt and wore his hair plaited 
in the “corn row” stvle.

Expedition seeks 


S225 billion in 


Spanish treasure 


SANTA FE, N.M. (UPI) - Gov. 
Bruce King wants to send an expedi­ 
tion into southern New Mexico to hunt 
for up to $225 oillion in Spanish goid 
neheved buried somewhere under a de­ 
sert mountain according to an old le­ 
gend. 
But because the area is on the White 
Sands Missile Range, which belongs to 
the Army, King had to ask permission 
to send treasure hunters onto federal 
property. 
“ The purpose of the entry would be 
to remove at least a portion of the gold 
bullion which is allegedly located un­ 
der Victorio Peak.” King said Wednes­ 
day in a telegram to Army Secretary 
Howard H. Callaway. 
“We would take no more than four 
persons with us, or our designees, and 
would remain on the property no long­ 
er than 48 hours,” the wire said. “ To 
be taken with us would also be the nec­ 
essary equipment for rem oval.” 
King said if any buried gold bullion 
was found, “ It would be our intention 
to place the gold with the appropriate 
authorities, federal and-or state, 
to 
hold in safekeeping until the rights of 
various parties are determined by ap­ 
propriate legal action.” 
It was the latest in a series of devel­ 
opments surrounding the mysterious 
treasure trove buried somewhere on 
the desert mountain in South Central 
New Mexico.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A h ig h FBI 
official handed an assistant attorney 
general secret wiretap records in July, 
1971, for fear J. Edgar Hoover might 
use them to blackmail President Nixon 
as he had “ used wiretap information to 
blackmail other Presidents ” 


The story came to light today in live 
volumes of evidence published by the 
House Judiciary Committee before it

The new evidence traces how oolitic- 
al spying developed in the White House

by adults, it recommended criminal pe­ 
nalties for growing, transporting or sel­ 
ling the weed.

Report shows decline 
Nixon rising economy 
prediction falls short 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Nixon Ad­ 
ministration predictions ot a rebound­ 
ing economy have been overturned by 
newr government figures that show a 
second consecutive quarterly decline in 
economic growth, UPI learned today. 


The report is bound to revive debate 
over whether the United States en­ 
dured a mild recession in the first 
three months of 1974. 
The drop in economic output between 
April and June was small —something 
iess than 1 per cent —informed sources 
said. This was tar less than the dra­ 
matic 6.3 per cent decline in the first 
three months of 1974. the biggest quar­ 
terly slump since 195$. 
The actual figures will be released 
later today by the Commerce Depart­ 
ment in its quarterly report on the 
Gross National Product (GNP). 
The new statistics reflect an econo­ 
my that is shaking off the debilitating 


effects of the energy crisis, but not 
quite as fast as the administration had 
hoped. 
Such key government officials as 
Kenneth Rush. President Nixon’s chief 
economic adviser, and Chairman Ar­ 
thur Bums of the Federal 
Reserve 
Board had predicted a small “ plus” in 
economic 
growth 
in 
the 
preceding 
three months. 
The 
result, 
according 
to 
highly 
placed sources, was just the opposite. 
The figures also show' how badly the 
nation is being victimized by inflation. 
The 
“ minus” 
growth 
rate 
actually 
means that rising prices in April-June 
wiped out the total increase in the 
value of all goods and sendees pro­ 
duced during that three-month period. 
There is sure to be new controversy 
over whether the nation has undergone 
the 
second recession of the Nixon 
presidency. 
The shorthand definition of recession 


is two consecutive quarters of negative 
economic growth. This has now taken 
place. 
But Chairman Herbert Stein of the 
President’s Council of Economic Advis­ 
ers argued last February that this defi­ 
nition “has no standing in the econom­ 
ics profession.” 
Nixon was even more emphatic in 
his State of the Union message on Jan. 
31, “There will be no recession in the 
United States of America,” he said. 
Stein said a true recession is cha­ 
racterized by widespread unemploy­ 
ment and industrial stagnation. The 
1974 slowdown has been borne chiefly 
by the automobile and housing in­ 
dustries and the jobless rate has, thus 
tar, been in the neighborhood oi 5 per 
cent, far lower than generally forecast. 
At any rate, Stein said, “ calling a 
situation a recession will not make it 
any worse and not calling it one will 
not make it any better.”

KSSEN. West Germany — Iran is 
buying a quaner of the giant Krupp 
steelworks in the biggest mo\e by an 
oilproducing nation into Western in­ 
dustry, it was announced today. 


Krupp, a munitions maker for Na/i 
Germany and one of the world’s major 
industrial empires, announced approval 
oi Iran’s purchase of 23.4 per cent of 
the firm’s steel division. 
The announcement gave no details, 
but said the pact was linked with Ira­ 
nian oil deliveries and the Tehran gov­ 
ernment’» participation in West Ger­ 
many's gasoline service station net­ 
work. 
The accord marked a major (hange 
for Krupp, a big arms maker for Ger­ 
many’s military machine during the 
two w’orld wars, and reilected the in­ 
creasing financial power of the world's 
oil-producing nations. 
The 163-vear-old firm, whirli was en­ 
tirely owned by the Krupp family until 
recently, will have a non-German sit­ 
ting on its 18-man supervisory board 
for the first time. 
The pact gave Iran one-quarier oi 
Krupp 
Huettenwerke, 
the 
empire’s 
steel and engineering division. Krupp 
Ginlott. the industrial giant’* parent 
firm, had owned 95 per cent of the 
steelworks, with 
the rest in public 
hands. 
The steel division, which produced 
4.3 million tons last year for sales of $1 
billion, is West Germany’s fourth-lar­ 
gest steel maker. 
Financial analysts predicted the pet­ 
roleum states, w-hich expec* to amass

With the Middle East peace 
conference expected to re­ 
sume in Geneva in October, 
the United States and Soviet 
Union are maneuvering for 
rival positions of influence 
with one group without whom 
peace is impossible —the Pa­ 
lestinians. 
The Soviets, their position 
of supremacy among Arab 
nations actively at war with 
Israel eclipsed by Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger’s 
negotiations in Syria and Eg­ 


ypt, seem scheduled to win 
the first round. 
At the invitation of Soviet 
party leader Leonid I. Brezh­ 
nev, the head of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization Yas­ 
ser Arafat, will visit Moscow 
in the next few days for a 
meeting expected to be cli­ 
maxed by Soviet recognition 
of the PLO as the sole voice 
of Palestinians. 
Most Arab states already 
have accorded similar recog­ 
nition to the PLO whose 1968 
covenant —reconfirmed last 


month in Cairo —asserts a 
democratic Palestinian repub­ 
lic will “ rise from the ruins 
of the state of Israel.” 
On its side, 
the 
United 
States has said merely that 
coming months may be ex­ 
pected to see high-level con­ 
tacts 
between 
the 
United 
States and Palestinian organ­ 
izations develop as part of an 
over-all U.S. effort 
toward 
Mideast peace. 
The Palestinians and Arab 
states have 
centered upon 
consideration of Palestinian 


“ rights” as a condition for 
Palestinian participation 
in 
the Geneva talks. The United 
States has limited itself to 
consideration of Palestinian 
“ interests.” 
As the United States and 
the Soviet Union maneuver in 
b e h a l f of their 
Mideast 
clients, the debate also inten­ 
sifies in Jerusalem and Cairo. 
In Cairo, King Hussein of 
Jordan is meeting with Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat as part of 
Sadat’s efforts to arrange a 
compromise between Hussein 


and Palestinian guerrillas ex­ 
pelled from Jordan by Hus­ 
sein in bloody engagements in 
1970-71. 


Hussein demands the right 
to represent all Palestinians 
at the Geneva conference. 
The Palestinians have re­ 
jected him on the grounds of 
the events of 1970-71, and de­ 
mi a n d 
their 
own 
repre­ 
sentation. 
A similar disarray exists in 
Israel, 
including 
seemingly 
conflicting statements by Is­ 
raeli leaders.

“ The malfunction of the sys* j 
tern was traced to a pro- j 
gramming step that, in error. ' 
signaled completion of one 
phase of the work and caused 
the computer to disregard 
subsequent information neces­ 
sary to •mppress production ot 
the checks,” Stein explained. 
•'As soon as we identified 
the problem as a computer 
error in late June.” he added, 
“ we took emergency correc­ 
tive action ... and the system 
is now working.” 
But not before checks had 
been issued to about 21.000 
former welfare clients, many 
of whom had either died or 
moved from the city.

In an opinion issued over 
the weekend, Atkins ordered 
the Dade County schools to 
set spring vacation over a 
“ uniform established period 
that does not fluctuate from 
year to year."

The sheriff’s department lo­ 
cated the owner of the license in a Po­ 
mona motei and called in Ontario po­ 
lice after the woman reluctantly told 
officers she had been kidnaped, beaten 
and raped several times.

Censure--not impeachment -- new talk 


WASHINGTON 
(UP1)

A “declaration of princi­ 
ples” signed by Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger and 
S p a n i s h Foreign Minister 
Pedro Cortina as Kissinger’s 
last official act before return­ 
ing to Washington from his 
latest European tour recog­ 
nized that 21 years of military' 
cooperation had served both 
countries well. 
Tt does not mean, however, 
that reaching agreement on 
extension of U.S. rights to air 
bases at Torrejon and Sara­ 
gossa plus a standby base at 
Moron and the Polaris missile 
submarine base at Rota will 
come as any automatic ges­ 
ture.

During the Arab-Israeli war 
of October, 1973, Spain re­

So far as NATO Is con­ 
cerned, the Spanish say they 
have no wish to joint it but 
they do demand equality with 
its members so far as their 
relationships with the United 
States are concerned. 
In part th;s means a de­ 
mand for a formal U.S. com­ 
mitment to go to the defense 
of Spain. This in turn means 
a treaty which would have to 
be approved by the U.S. Sen­ 
ate, considered unlikely. 
To this may be added a 
growing 
disaffection 
among 
the Spanish people themselves 
toward the bases. A survey 
taken recently by Actualidad 
Economica, a business week­ 
ly, 
showed that for every 
Spaniard who approves the 
bases there are three who dis- 
a p p r o v e . Most also felt 
Spain’s foreign policy should 
follow the lead of the Euro­ 
pean Common Market com­ 
munity, and not that of the 
United States. 
The United States has re­ 
fused to intervene in the Gibr­ 
altar dispute. 
As for rftutual defense, a 
key clause in the “declaration 
of principles” says that “a 
threat to or an attack on ei­ 
ther country would be a mat­ 
ter of concern to both....”

Second person

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Proposed 
fertil 
Chino residents rebel against site 


Battle lines are again forming be­ 
tween residents on the south-east side 
of Chino and the Red Star Plant Foods 
Co. over the company’s plans to build 
a fertilizer processing plant in the 
area. 
The proposed site, about a quarter 
mile outside Chino city limits, was orig­ 
inally approved by the county Planning 
Commission last year. 
That permit 
was 
set 
aside 
this 
spring, however, when angered resi­ 
dents took the m atter to court, charg­ 
ing that they were not properly notified 
ot public hearings on the proposal. 
The company is now applying for a 
new permit, with a public hearing 
scheduled for Thursday, July 25, at 10 
a.m. at the Chino Community Building. 
The hearing is being held by county 
environm ental Health 
Services offi­ 
cials. 
The Chino City Council and Planning 
Commission have both approved reso­ 
lutions opposing the fertilizer plant, but 
the final decision is purely a county 
m atter. 
This time, residents not only plan to 
protest the fertilizer plant, itself, but 
also county procedures that do not al­ 
low the residents any appeal to their 
elected officials. 
“ We think it is an unconstitutional 
delegation of authority,’’ said William 
McVittie, Chino attorney, who repre­ 


sented the residents in their earlier 
court battle with the company. 
According to McVittie, the county al­ 
lows a fertilizer processing plant to be 
built in an agricultural zone with the 
approval of health officials. 
Once that approval is given, McVittie 
continued, residents have no admin­ 
istrative recourse, not even to the 
county Board of Supervisors—their only 
elected officials. 
Residents say they fear that county 
officials 
already 
have 
their 
minds 
made up, that the plant will be ap­ 
proved and that their protests are 
being ignored. 
“We feel that Supervisor (Robert) 
Townsend has been evading the issue,’’ 
said Mrs. Shirley Swierstra. 
In an attem pt to swing Townsend to 
their side, George Zivelonghi, a local 
resident who formerly lived by a fer­ 
tilizer plant in Cerritos, will be taking 
the supervisor on a field trip today to 
the proposed site and another valley 
fertilizer plant. 
“ I lived by a fertilizer plant for se­ 
ven years,” he said, “ and I know what 
the smell and dust can be like. Your 
friends come to visit and leave in five 
minutes.” 
Zivelonghi also w arred of greatly in­ 
creased truck traffic in the area and 
the need to rebuild local streets to car­ 
ry that traffic. 


City Hall flooded w ith calls 
No houses selling for $1 


Valiev city officials say there just 


seems to be no way of convincing 


some residents that there are presently 
ro abandoned houses for sale at $1 


apiece. 
Officials say they continue to receive 


numerous visits and telephone calls 
from residents anxious to be included 
in such a deal despite the public dis­ 


claim ers issued. 
Pomona Mayor Ray J. Lepire said 


he too has been flooded with inquiries 
and as a result, was prompted to issue 
a statem ent clarifying the status of the 


proposed legislation involved. 


Joseph Korpsak, executive officer of 
the Valley Association of Cities (VAC), 
said that at one time 30 to 40 phone 
calls were c o m i n g in following an­ 
nouncement last month of proposed 
federal legislation to allow the sale of 
abandoned houses owned by the feder­ 
al Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) for $1 each. 


“ At the present tim e, the City of Po­ 
mona and VAC do not have any HUD 
abandoned houses for homesteading,” 
the mayor declared. 
But despite such disavowments, said 
Korpsak, "we still have people coming 
in with their dollars.” 
Lepire said he would like to clear up 
the situation once and for all, explain­ 
ing that on June 20, the House of Repe- 
sentatives attached an amendment to 
the House version of the Housing and 
Urban Development Act of 1974. 
“This act would in part establish a 
program of community development 
block grants and amend and extend 
laws relating to housing and urban de­ 
velopment. The amendment to this bill 
was offered by Congresswoman Mar­ 
jorie S. Holt from M aryland.” 
“This am endment’s purpose is to es­ 
tablish a national homestead program 
under which single family dwellings 
owned by HUD may be conveyed to 
individuals and families who will occu- 


Also expected to take part in the out­ 
ing today is Richard Roberts, director 
of the county’s Environmental Health 
Services, the man who originally ap­ 
proved the Red Star site. 
“We’ve got to get him to change his 
mind,” said Mrs. Swierstra. 
Both she and Zivelonghi say that 
Roberts approved the Red Star prop­ 
osal after visiting the company’s plant 
in Downey, where company officials 
claim there is no deleterious effect to 
the surrounding neighborhood. 
The local residents now claim, how­ 
ever, that at the time Roberts toured 


the Downey plant it was being operated 
at only a fraction of its capacity, and 
that it does not properly reflect the 
operation that would take place at a 
new plant in their neighborhood. 
At present, the residents are intent 
on making their objections heard loud­ 
ly and clearly at the upcoming public 
hearing. 
If they lose the battle again and the 
company is issued another permit, the 
war will continue, however. 
McVittie said he has no doubts that 
the residents will take the m atter back 
to court if necessary.

“The amendment further indicates 
that these houses would be available 
for the payment of $1 and that each 
applicant will reside in the dwelling for 
at least five years, that the property 
will be maintained and rehabilitated 
(up to standards) and that 
idequate 
fire and liability insurance will be car­ 
ried on the dwelling. 
“This same amendment is the bill 
which was introduced by Congressman 
Victor Veysev in January 1974. 
“The actual status ot this amend­ 
ment is very questionable because it 
needs to be approved by a joint House- 
Senate Conference Committee, by the 
full House and Senate and by the 
President. 
“ I have recently requested that this 
homestead amendment be revised so 
that the transfer of these homes shall 
be conveyed only to cities and con­ 
sortium of cities for disposition in or­ 
der not to repeat the cycle of aban­ 
doned housing. 
“ In the event this legislation is ap­ 
proved, it will be at least six months 
before this program could be imple­ 
mented,” Lepire said.

Plan proposed to cut 
expressway accidents 


Motorists traveling on the Corona 
Expressway during the day will soon 
be asked to turn on their vehicles’ 
headlights to determine what effect 
this has on reducing traffic accidents. 
The study area extends 11 miles be­ 
tween the Riverside and Pomona free­ 
ways and includes that section of win­ 
ding highway near the Prado Dam. 
“The purpose is to make cars on the 
expressway more visible to motorists 
on intersecting streets and also to on­ 
coming traffic,” said Capt. W, C, 
Jones, area commander of the Califor­ 
nia Highway Patrol 


“ We will be asking motorists driving 
in this area during the day to turn 
their headlights on. There will be a 
series ot signs on both sides of the 
road to remind them .” 
This section of the expressway was 
chosen for the study because of the 
high number of traffic accidents there 
and also the severity of injuries to mo­ 
torists and passengers, he explained. 
“ During the study period we will 
keep a close check on all traffic acci­ 
dents in this area and compare them 
with previous accident statistics,” said 
Jones

On the evening of Monday, April 29, 1974, Presi­ 
dent Nixon told the nation that he was releasing the 
W atergate tape transcripts. 
Whatever the other consequences of that unprece­ 
dented event, it was to lock two 6f the country’s 
biggest paperback publishers in a race to hit the 
bock racks first with the largest “instant paper­ 
back” in history. 
. 
By late Tuesday. April 30, the Government Print­ 
ing Office had issued tlie huge 1,308-page document. 
Two davs later, both Bantam Books and Dell Books 
announced that they were publishing paperback edi­ 
tions. Bantam in collaboration with the New York 
Times and Dell in combination with the Washington 
Post 
The story of how Bantam won the race, as told in 
Inland Pri'nter-American Lithographer magazine, is 
almost as fascinating as the transcripts themselves. 
That same Thursday 
afternoon, the 1,300-plus 
pages of copy arrived at W.F. Hall Printing Co. s 
plant in Chicago. Overtime shifts were scheduled. 
Equipment was allocated and production tim e set 
aside. Delivery dates for other paperbacks already 
in production were pushed back. 
By air. Hall got the copy to the typesetter. E . l . 
Lowe Publishing Co. in Nashville, by 10 p.m. Thurs­ 
day. Within an hour it was being set b> four tape- 
driven linecasters and four manual linoupes. A 
team of seven proofreaders checked each galley 
proof twice. 
. . 
Working around the clock. Lowe finished setting 
the transcripts’ more than 250,000 words by 4 a.m. 
Saturday, Mav 4. There was a pause while typeset­ 
ters waited for the book's introduction and other 
editorial m aterial, which two Bantam editors deliv­ 
ered from New York at 6 p.m. 
Typesetting was completed early Sunday morning 
and by 11 aim. Lowe had started making up page 
forms. The Bantam editors supervised last-minute 
changes. As soon as the pages were locked up and 
approved, Lowe began making the first of 148 six- 
page bakelite molds. 
Every thing went smoothly and by mid-Saturday it 
became apparent that Lowe was going to beat its 
scheduled Monday deadline b . hr.urs. Because the 
next commercial flight from Nashville to Chicago 
was not until Monday morning, a private jet was 
engaged. The jet hurried from Cincinnati to Nash­ 
ville and left for Chicago about 8 p.m. Sunday with 
the first load of molds. In Chicago, it turned arounc 
tor Nashville to pick up the Bantam editors and the 
remaining molds, arriving in Chicago shortly after 
midnight. 
, 
The molds were rushed to Hall s plant, where vui- 
< anizers turned out the book s rubber plates in eight 
hours, averaging about 110 plates an hour. The 
plates were then rushed to another Hall plant In the 
city and by 8 a.m. Monday , were on the offset 
presses. 
, 
In the meantime, four-color art tor the book s co­ 
ver had arrived at Regensteiner Press in Chicago 
on Saturday. Plates were ready late bunday and the 
job began running by 1 a.m. Monday. It was off the 
press foiir hours later. The cover- were then deliv­ 
ered in 2,000-sheet lifts to Hall's bindery, where they 
were varnished and cut apart. 
At 6 p.m. Monday, the first of an eventual 1,400,- 
000 copies came off the bindery line. Elap>ed time 
from delierv of copy to finished produ-t: 91 hours. 
As -the books fam e out of the bindery, they were 
packed in 10-and 25-book cartoii>. about < p.m. Mon­ 
day. the first skid of books was wheeled onto a 
truck * waiting to hustle them to O Hare Airport. 
Wiihin 12 hour>. more than 100.000 copies had been 
bound and shipped.

There still m ay be som e who doubt the possibility of 
backyard A-bomb. Dr. Theodore Taylor, perhaps the natio 
m ost em inent designer of fission booms, says he occasional 
talks with sophisticated physicists who “cling to the notion t 
a nuclear explosive has to be the product of massive al 
expensive technology.” 
Yet Taylor says he alone could m ake a bomb in a baseme 
ir. two weeks. He knows of schoolchildren who have on pap 
at least draw n crude but w orkable facsim ilies, and he insis ,a 
that anyone in any nation, given the fuels and ordinary expe 
tise. could build a one-shot or even sta rt an arsenal. 
Taylor’s opinion, once dism issed as nonsense, is almost 
m atter of fact today. At least in the United States. He 
w arned so long and effectively about the gam bles of insecui 
nuclear fuels that the Atomic Energy Commission has bee

This could rev .ve die g reat fluorida- 
*iOn controverry ot 20 y ears ago, al­ 
though the authorities a re going about 
it cooly y id quietly. 
The fluoride fighters of the 1950s re­ 
garded 
the 
addition 
of 
fluoride 
to 
drinking w ater as a “ C om m unist plot” 
to brainw ash the A m erican people. 
For those who have forgotten or are 
too young to rem em ber, there really 
were “ little old ladies in tennis shoes” 
passing out pam phlets in the aisles of 
New York subways. T here w ere town 
m arches and angry cam paigns. The 
D aughters of the A m erican Revolution 
were aghast. 
But gradually, the tide turned. The 
Public Health Service led the fight for 
tluondation. Congressional hearings in 
1961 seem ed to show fluroride w as safe 
and didn’t build up in the body. 
In 1961. 70 com m unities turned to flu­ 
oride. 
Another 100 added iluoride to 
their tap w ater in 1962. 
The 
fluroide fighters all 
but 
fell 
apart in 1966 when they lost their final 
battle in New York City. A m erican 
dentists helped sound the death knell 
by putting their official seal on fluori­ 
dated C rest to the envy and outrage of 
less resourceful dentifrice peddlers. 
Soon the doughy D aughters stood al- 


mo?’ alone, with some last-ditch, anti- 
fluoride fanati s m anning m im eo m ach­ 
ines. B it a few worried scientists had 
their own private reservations. Within 
the last few day», the Food and Drug 
Administration has taken some careful, 
tentative steps to reconsider fluorida­ 
tion. 
The FDA is moving at the insistence 
of a California Institute of Technology 
biologist who is so reluctant to m ake 
his findings public that he begged us to 
kill this story. The quiet scientist is 
Dr. Edward Groth II, whose hesitant 
conclusions come from study of 1,000 
p a p e r s 
and 
countless 
abstracts, 
books, sum m aries and scientific publi­ 
cations. 
One June 3. with much hedging and 
apology, Groth w rote to Dr. Lloyd Tep- 
per, FDA’s energetic associate com ­ 
missioner, him self a student of anti- 
cavity' additives. 
” 1 m ust adm it to being a bit reluc­ 
tant to w rite to you on this subject.’ 
he told Tepper, “ since I do not w ant to 
get into a position of supporting the 
opponents of fluoridation, with whom 1 
have little sym pathy.” 
Groth said he recognized that the 
body of research seeming to “ support 
the effectiveness and safetv of lluorida- 
tion is enormous. And there is an ap- 
p a r e n 1 1 y overwhelm ing consensus 
among experts that (fluoridation) re­ 
duces dental caries sem e 60 per cent, 
without any adverse effects on any 


person.” 
»T hat duly acknowledged, Groth pro­ 
ceeds to m ake a devastating case for 
reopening the files on fluoridation. 
For one thing, he observes, the Pub­ 
lic Health Service w as involved in a 
gigantic conflict of interest at the time 
of the fluoride fever. 
The fluoridation idea, as Groth ex­ 
plains it, “ w as developed by the dental 
branch of PHS, and the evaluation of 
the adequacy of the evidence w as con­ 
ducted prim arily by PHS scientists and 
by other outside scientists who were 
also very' m uch involved in the devel­ 
opm ent and promotion of the m eas­ 
ure.” 
The key studies, said Groth, lacked 
even 
‘ the 
most 
basic 
elem ents 
of 
‘blind’ design” which ensure total ob­ 
jectivity. Besides, factors such as the 
subjects’ dental care, diet and fluoride 
intake were never even cranked into 
the studies, he reported. 
More ominously, Groth wTote, “ there 
is still not adequate evidence, despite 
num erous statem ents from high places 
to the contrary, that (fluoridation) is 
without appreciable risk.” 


A l l 
t h e s e 
considerations 
were 
brushed aside 20 years ago because of 
‘ ‘ t h e 
political 
controversy 
which 
swirled around fluoridation.” The heat 
of the debate “ m ade it expedient to 
have as firm a scientific statem ent as 
possible, and as early in the gam e as 
possible.” Groth concluded. 


W here once com m ercial plutonium 
ind (highly enriched 
uranium w as delivered across the nation, in much the saro 
way as household furniture :in common, unguarded carriers 
now the thinking ¡s to transport in im penetrable trucks whici 
can be disabled by rem ote control in case of hijack. 
The fuel safeguards in A m erica are by no m eans invulnt 
rable as yet, but Taylor says there is a positive effort « 
im provem ent underw ay. No such optim ism , however, can b 
applied to the international scene. 
Ih e United States has >ome 30 agreem ents with 29 nation 
concerning atom ic exchange and the AEC says there 
safeguard strings attached to each contract; 
in fact, 
agreem ents center largely around accountability of fuels (hot 
much is used and for w hat) and not physical security. 
Dr. Taylor says most countries with nuclear reactors hew 
their own ideas on how to protect them and the United State 
, can do very’ little but suggest. 
The im plications here are a bit atom ic ir. them selves. Tayfc 
estim ates it would take only 5 to 10 kilogram s of proper fuel a 
m ake a crude fission bomb. This much is routinely beitt 
shipped in single carriers dozens of tim es a year in America 
and today, very- often in the world. 
If the stuff is not hijacked, or bagged by dishonest handlers 
it does not take much im agination to figure out an altemativi 
method of diversion. 
“ Suppose,” says Dr. Taylor, ’’someone captures 100 school 
children and then dem ands 10 kilogram s of fuel as ransom.’ 
This could be done now- fen America of France. In the shot 
future, it could be done in places like Egypt or Pakistan 
Countries as obscure as Zaire are currently operating an 
adding to nuclear power plants. 
As of now in A m erica, the AEC says there has been ‘n 
illegal diversion nor any suspicion of illegal diversion” < 
atom ic fuels. The sam e guarantee does not necessarily hoi 
for other nations. Even today, authorities agree, it is possiM 
that unofficial foreign* s are working on internationally pi 
fered goods. Next week, in other words, some plane hijac 
m ay really m ake headlines, 
Taylor is only one who views the “ peaceful” proliferation < 
nuclear knowhow as ominous. A growing num ber of worriei 
agree with him that unless stringent safeguards are w ritten in 
all U.S.-foreign nation nuclear contracts, and unless inte 
national atom ic security is soon redoubled, “ I would be oppos< 
to any further nuclear developm ent, for peaceful or any oth« 
purpose.”

more planet trips needed

WASHINGTON (U PI) - In 
the five years since m an first 
set foot on the moon, scient­ 
ists have pieced together a 
relatively clear picture of the 
m o o n ’ s history 
once 
it 
reached its present size. But 
left unanswered is how it got 
that way in the first place. 


“This question is unanswe­ 
rable now.” said Dr. Harrison 
H. “Ja c k ” Schm itt, first geo­ 
logist to explore the moon as 
a m em ber of the tinal lunar 
landing 
mission. 
Apollo 
17. 
“ We have increased the num­ 
ber 
oi 
constraints 
but 
we 
have not answered the ques­ 
tion.” 


Schm itt, now an assistant 
NASA administrator for ener­ 
gy programs, said in an inter­ 
view that more planetary ex­ 
ploration will 
be necessary 
before man will learn enough 
to understand how the moon, 
the earth and the rest of the 
solar system formed. 


“ It’s certainly going to re­ 
quire a m ajor continuation ot 
the exploration of the nonter- 
restrial 
planets,” 
he 
said. 
“Jup iter is so big it 
domi­ 
nates the solar system . Until 
you understand Jupiter, really 
until you understand Jupiter 
and Saturn, you’re a long way 
from understanding the solar 
s\stem. 


“The terrestrial planets are 
extrem ely important because 
we’re on one of them. But in 
term s of what dominated the 
origin of the solar 
system , 
Jup iter has to be a critical 
factor. 
We 
know 
something 
about Jup iter now. 
but 
v e 
know’ very little com pared to 
what it’s probably going to 
take in order to understand 
how the sequence of events 
developed 
that 
formed both 
the sun and Jup iter.” 


Schm itt said the moon will 
continue 
to 
m ake 
a 
m ajor 
contribution to the effort by 


serving as an archive of some 
of the debris 
that 
accumu­ 
lated to form the planets. 
“ It has been much less af­ 
fected 
by 
events 
since 
its 
creation than has the earth.” 
he said. “A lot of things have 
happened cm the moon, but 
much 
of 
the 
record 
still 
seem s to be there. 
All we 
have gotten so far is hints. 
It's going to take a 
much 
more system atic study of this 
arc hie ve if we are to use it.” 
Another m ajor question not 
yet answered by the Apollo 
1 u n a r exploration. 
Schmitt 
said, is how does the evolu­ 
tion of the moon as now un­ 
derstood relate to the early 
evolution of the earth?

RTD says commuters 


can save$l ,100 yearly 


LOS ANGELES (UPl) - 
commuters who switch from 
cars to mass transportation 
can save about $1,100 a year 
and cut down on traveling 
time, a study commissioned 
by the Rapid Transit District 
reported. 
The RTD commissioned the 
study at a cost of $35,000 to 
show the impact a proposed 
iixed-rail and buswav system 
v; aid have on the Los Angeles # 
area. 
T h e 
RTD 
has 
already 
adopted a 175-mile system for 
initial construction within a 
240-mile m aster plan of such 
a network. 
A spokesman for the dis­ 
trict said the study was not 
intended as a "whitewash” 
for the proposal. 
He said the study was made 
because the district had been 
criticized for failing to com­ 
pletely look into the effect 
mass transit would have on 
congestion, travel costs, trav­ 
el times and other aspects of 
community life. 
The study, conducted by Ar­ 
thur D. Little Inc., a con- 
sulting-research firm, said an 
average commuter could save 
about $1,100 a year by switch­ 
ing from car transportation to 
the transit system. 


The study said automobiles 
wrould 
continue 
to 
be 
the 
prim ary 
source 
of 
trans­ 
portation 
for 
Los 
Angeles 
residents, but a one-car fami­ 
ly could save as much as $1 ,- 
900 annually by using mass 
transit instead of investing in 
a second car. 
Time-savings 
comparisons 
were made using the years 
1974 and 1990. 
For example, it now takes a 
mciOi’Ls; 53 m rules to travel 
by car from Torrance to Hol­ 
lywood, but the same trip in 
1990 could be made by rapid 
transit in 43 minutes. 
A trip from Van Nuys to El 
Segundo, now 40 minutes by 
car, could be reduced by 11 
minutes.

We use a lot of j 
energy at rest because mus- j 
cles need energy even while j 
we are sitting still. A muscu­ 
lar, heavy laborer uses more 
energy at rest than a fat man 
of the same weight. 
The loss of muscle is re­ 
lated to inactivity. A great 
deal can be done to prevent 
this 
prcblem 
with 
regular 
daily exercise, not just wal­ 
king but strengthening exer­ 
cise also that maintains the 
size of the muscles. Actually, 
a person should increase his 
physical activity as he gets ; 
older to avoid the middle- 
aged spread. With inactivity, 
and often boredom, people of­ 
ten begin to overeat. 
Your parents do need a doc­ 
tor. A real effort should be 
made to reverse the trend. 
Happily, it is reversible, in­ 
cluding a lot of the fatty 
deposits that accumulate in 
arteries. 
The hot flashes are uncom­ 
fortable, and it is possible to 
have hot and cold sensations. 
Something can be do ne to 
control those problems, too.

The state Health and Welfare 
Agency’s foster care program 
is plagued by a “ mish-mash” 
of organization resulting in 
inadequate 
care 
for 
some 
children, a legislative report 
charged today. 
Assemblyman 
Vincent 
Thomas, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Joint Legislative Audit Com­ 
mittee, said there were 14 
separate organizational units 
in the agency for foster chil­ 
dren making “ it impossible 
for efficient supervision.” 
The Auditor General’s stu­ 
dy. the third on foster care in 
California, 
involved 
5,960 
young persons under 18 as­ 
signed to out-of-home care su­ 


pervised by county probation 
departments, Thomas said. 
it also included 7,360 chil­ 
dren diagnosed as mentally ill 
or retarded and living in out- 
of-home facilities. 
“ These youngsters make up 
23 per cent of the foster care 
children in the state, and the 
14 programs cost about $142 
million a year out of the $267 
million in state, local and fed­ 
eral funds spent on foster 
care programs in California 
annually,” the assemblyman 
said. 
The report said that be­ 
cause of “ fragmented organ­ 
ization,” a high percentage of 
children diagnosed as mental­ 
ly ill are placed on county 


probation 
rolls 
instead 
of 
being placed in mental health 
facilities. 
The report said that in lour 
of the counties the auditors 
visited, “ youngsters remained 
under 
the supervision 
and 
care of probation departments 
because there were no faci­ 
lities available for mentally 
ill delinquents.” 
Thomas said the report was 
not pointing the 
finger 
at 
these counties but “ these are 
specific examples of the con­ 
clusion of the report: that the 
Health and Welfare Agency 
must coordinate all its pro­ 
grams." 
The report also said that 
the “ diffusion of authority ... 


prevents the assignment of 
responsibility for eirher pro­ 
gram failure or success at the 
state level.” 


It recommended that the 
agency “ organize its 14 exist­ 
ing child placement, foster 
home licensing, foster care fi­ 
nancing and health treatment 
units into a single childien’s 
services unit.” 


Another 
recommendation 
was that the legislature re­ 
quire 
coordination 
between 
county probation departments 
and state and local agencies 
“ so that mentally ill children 
would 
not 
be confined 
to 
county juvenile detention faci­ 
lities.”

Many parents have written to me about the horrors of the 
family vacation. Some of the letters are so vehement in their 
criticism and sadistic in their solutions, I feel I should outline 
seme of the laws throughout the country regarding the vaca­ 
tioning family. 
The Abandon-Child Law: It is illegal in 47 states to leave a 
child in a restroom and pretend it was a mistake. Maryland 
and Utah are sympathetic to parents if they can produce a 
doctor’s certificate showing mental deterioration caused by the 
trip.

David Hall 
ordered a halt to the movment of all 
cattle in his state. 


Officials said einht to 10 cows died 
Tuesday i t the Oklahoma City stock- 
j ards, and most of them were con­ 
firmed as victims of the contagcous 
disease.

c me a contact with diseased animals 
or eat con tarn in: o meat. Penicillin is 
■ i effective treatm ent for anthrax in 
hum ans, but the disease is almost al­ 
ways fatal to animals. 


Tn Texas, a 
spokesman 
in 
Falls 
Countv said 175 cows died of the dis­ 
ease and were destroyed. Cows that 
die of anthrax must be cremated with­ 
in 74 hours. Ranchers dug pits, poured 
coal oil on the carcases of dead cattle 
and burned them in an attem pt to stop 
the spread of the disease. 


“ It could wipe out the whole country 
if it's not checked." a veterinarian in 
Falls County said. “ We can check it if 
we have an elective quarantine. Most 
every bod’ is scored, but we don’t need 
stupid things like hauling cattle to 
sale.” 


A vaccine is available to control 
anthrax, but it is scarce, and Falls 
County extension agent Gilbert Woods 
said Tuesday the present crisis could 
drain all supplies of ihe vaccine.

files suit 


against EPA 


MCGILL. Nev. (IP !)

Kennecott Copper Corp. filed 
a citzen’s suit today against 
the 
Federal 
En\ ironmental 
Protection Agency (EPA), al­ 
leging the agency had tailed 
to adhere to the Clean Air 
Act ot 1970. 


The act requires the EPA 
to approve clean air imple­ 
mentation plans submitted by 
states or to issue substitute re­ 
gulations within six months 
after disapproval. The EPA 
disapproved the Nevada State 
plan relating to Kennecott’s 
copper smelter here in May, 
1972. 


W.H. Winn, general mana­ 
ger of the company’s Nevada 
McNes division, said company 
representatives 
had 
met 
frequently with EPA officials 
following the rejection in an 
attempt to work out a solu­ 
tion. 


“ Nothing was done. We are 
very disappointed with this 
latest delay in implementing 
a clean-air plan for Nevada,” 
he said. 


The company filed its suit 
in U.S. District Court. It ad­ 
vised the EPA in May it 
would take legal action if it 
failed to act on the Nevada I 
plan. 


Kennecott has embarked on 
a $24 million construction pro­ 
gram at the smelter. Winn , 
said he was confident it would 
enable it to meet the provi­ 
sions of the clean air act and 
the even stricter Nevada re­ 
gulations. However, he said, 
the company has only until 
the middle of 1976 to complete 
the work, which includes con­ 
struction of a complex acid 
plant to treat sulfur oxide 
gases. 


“ Because we are rapidly 
running out of time, we must i 
find some way to compel the 
EPA to set the ground rules 
for compliance. 


In June. Kennecott received 
a one-year extension from the 
EPA ot a requirement that 
Jennecott meet federal air 
quality standards bz mid-19"). 
This was granted by an ad­ 
ministrative law judge after a 
public hearing in Ely.

Dean, Carl Hubbell and Lefty Grove 
are ranked by baseball historians as 
the great pitchers ot the 1930s, but 
Dean perhaps loom ed largest 
in the 
hearts of fans because his blazing fast­ 
ball w as accom panied by a wit, cock­ 
iness, down-hom e twang and special 


off field warm tn. 


He represented 
baseball 
probably 
bi tter than alm ost any ot his peers 
once he w as through as a player. He 


spoke at countless dinners and ban­ 
quets all over the 
nation and 
con­ 
stantly ham m ered the them e that base­ 
ball w as the greatest gam e of all and 
that every parent should encourage his 


son to play it. 


He carried his love of the gam e into 
the broadcast booth after a sore arm 
cut short his career in 1941. N am es 
and figures were not his specialty, bui 
he soon carved out a unique place with 
his enthusiasm , fractured English and 


folksy sayings. 


Som e teachers dem anded he be re­ 
m oved from the nation’s airw aves for 
teaching young listeners bad English, 
but he replied “ I'm learnin’ ’em good 


baseb all,” 


D ean’s first nam e w as Jay although 
he often said it w as Jerorne. He w as 
bom in Lucas, Ark., Holdenville, Okla., 
or Bond, M iss., and w as 64, or m aybe 


63, when he died. 


Dean w as fond of confusing people 


about his birth and often gave new s­ 
men 
different 
versions, 
explaining 
“ them ain’t lies, them ’s scoops,” 
He joined organized baseball with St. 
Joseph of the W estern League in the 
heart of the D epression in 1930. 
The hard-throwing 
200-pound 
righ» 
hander w as 18-15 as a St. Louis Cardin­ 
al rookie in 1932 and led the National 
League in strikeouts with 191. He was 
20-18 in 1933 with 199 strikouts and had 
one of baseball's all-tim e stellar sea­ 
sons in 
leading the 
1934 
Gas-House 
Gang Cardinals to the World Cham­ 


pionship. 
After boasting he and 
his brother 
Paul would win 50 gam es, Dean w as 
30-7 and Paul added 19 m ore. They 
then went over the 50 total a s each 
won two gam es in a seven-gam e World 
Series defeat of favored Detroit. 
He w as 28-12 in 1935 and 24-13, but his 
career turned in 1937 when he w as 
struck on the right toe by a line drivr 
off the bat of Earl Averill in the All- 


Star gam e. He suffered a broken toe 
but w as back pitching in a couple of 


weeks. 
Unconsciously, he adjusted his throw­ 
ing motion to com pensate tor the sore 
toe and developed a sore arm . Branch 
Rickey, one of the shrew dest traders in 
the gam e, sold Dean to Chicago tor

Fishing in Saltón Sea 
to be improved by reef 


Fishing in 
the vicinity of 
the Salton Sea State 
Recre­ 
ation 
Area 
Marina 
is 
ex­ 
pected to show a continuing 
improvement over 
the 
next 
few years as result of a man- 
made reef just completed by 
biologists of the Department 
of Fish and Game. 
Robert’s Reef — the name 
given it by the department — 
is formed by 1,600 automobile 
tires tied into bundles of four 
and anchored to the bottom 
by concrete-filled cans. 
It covers about an acre of 
sea 
bottom, 
approximately 
300 yards south of the marina 
entrance and about 200 feet 
off 
shore. 
The 
location 
is 
marked by white buoys. The 
bottom varies in depth from 8 
to 15 feet. 
R o b e r t Hulquist, depart­ 
ment 
fishery 
biologist 
as­ 
signed to the Salton Sea area, 
said 
the 
reef 
should 
con­ 
centrate fish because of the 
shelter it offers small croaker 
and sargo. 
A good sign, he said, was 
the 
presence of 
a 
two-inch 
growth of barnacles 
on 
the 
first 
units 
which 
were 
in­ 
stalled in April. 
“This will provide a lot of 
food, particularly for sargo,” 
he said, “ and the corvina will 
hang around to grab the little 
fish.” 


Pile worms, another basic 
food 
for fish of the Salton 
Sea, are also expected to con­ 
centrate in the area. 
Hulquist expects both shore 
and boat fishing to

adjacent 
shoreline from which to fish. 
The new reef is about one- 
half mile north of an old mo­ 
tel, covered in recent years 
by a rise in sea level. Anglers 
have found the motel area a 
good place to fish because of 
its reef-life attraction for fish. 
Robert’s Reef was built at a 
cost of $3,000, half of which 
was provided by the River­ 
side Fish and Game Commis­ 
sion from funds accumulated 
by fish and gam e fines. The

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Prop. 9 throws laws 


into uncertain status 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
- 
California’s only law regulting 
the small arm y of lobbyists 
who court Capitol legislators 
probably has been obliterated, 
but nobody is worrying much. 
Legislative Counsel George 
H. Murphy says it is “doubt­ 
ful” whether the statute is in 
effect because of the passage 
last month of Prop. 9, the 
political reform initiative. 
Murphy also said the ballot 
measure raised leagal ques­ 
tions about the validity of the 
state’s new campaign finance 
and conflict-of-interest laws. 
The agencies charged with 
enforcing all three laws re­ 
port they have received in­ 
quiries from candidates and 
lobbyists about the statutes as 
a result of Prop. 9. But so far 
nobody has refused to comply 
with them, the agencies say. 
“ Ninety-nine per cent of the 
people are honorable and will 
honor what was intended to 
be the law,” said Assembly- 
m a n 
William 
T. 
Bagley, 
R-San Rafael. 
Nonetheless, Bagley has au­ 
thored a bill AB4489 to ree­ 
nact the statutes in question. 
It will be heard in the As­ 
sembly Elections Committee 
shortly after the lawmakers 
return from their summer re­ 
cess in August. 
“ In case somebody wanted 
to play games we would have 
a club,” explained Bagley in 
an interview. 
The asemblyman said he 
will drop another bill AB4490 
which would have also solved 
the problems by putting Prop. 
9 into effect immediately. He 
declared that would be “ con­ 
stitutionally 
impossible 
and 
practically unrelaistic.” 


T he legal questions 
wrere 
raised because Prop. 9 appar­ 
ently 
repealed 
the 
lo b b y ist 
statute and old pre-1974 laws 
dealing 
with 
campaign 
fi­ 
nance and conflicts of inter­ 
est. 
Sections of Prop. 9 dealing 
with those areas, however, do 
not go into effect until Jan. 7, 
1975. 
Another dimension is added 
to the problem because new 
campaign finance and 
con­ 
flict-of-interest 
laws, 
which 
went into effect 
this year, 
were enacted after Prop. 9 
was prepared but before the 
June 4 election in which it 
was approved. 
Murphy said it could be ar­ 
gued the new law’s were “ re­ 
pealed by implication.” But 
he 
added, 
“ We 
think 
the 
courts would probably assume 
that the proponents did not in­ 
tend a gap in the law.’’ 
Assemblyman John Quim- 
by, D-San Bernardino, chair­ 
man of the lobbyist regist­ 
ration subcommittee, said his 
group would continue to en­ 
force the old lobbyist law. 
The committee's consultant, 
Margaret Smith, said some of 
the nearly 700 lobbyists have 
inquired about the law’s status 
but have not refused to regis­ 
ter or file their montly finan­ 
cial statements. 
Dave Helms, an attorney 
for 
Secretary 
of State Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr., also said 
he ha-' been asked questions 
about the other laws.
